The first letter is postmarked at Sacramento, Calif., 
June 25, 1943, is addressed to "Editor, News, 216 Main Street, 

Buffalo, New York," and bears^-no re turn address. The enclosure is 
on the letterhead of I 1 Capital National Bank Building, 

Sacramento, California, and is addressed to, "Editor, News, 801 
Commerce Street, Dallas, Texas." The substance of the letter raises 
a question as to, "How do we know our Democracy could survive a 
World War III"? 

Q The second letter was received in an envelope bearing 
the postmark Sacramento, Calif., June 26, 1943, addressed to "Editor, 
News, 216 Main Street, Buffalo, New York," and bearing no return 
address. It is interesting to note that the two envelopes,in which 
these letters were received, appear to beidentical. The second 
letter, however, is on the letterhead oftsEUGENIC S SOCIETY OF NO RTHERN 
CA LIFORNIA , Capi tal National ..Bank Bldg.. Sacrament o, California, 
and is signed by | of that organization, 

in which he raises the possibility of hysterical demands for "More 
Babies and forget Quality Standards."

Under cover of a memorandum dated November 7, 

1941, a summary memorandum entitled "The American Coalition 
was forwarded to the Attorney General per his request. 
Pertinent background of the organisation as set forth in 
this summary memorandum is detailed below. 


The American Coal iti on also known as the American 
Coalition of Patriotic, Civic and Fraternal Societies, woa 
organised in 1929 and has its national headquarters in the 
Southern Building, Washington, D, C, It is made up of over 
100 separate organisations located in every part of the 
United States, The purposes of this organisation as set 
forth in its constitution are: 

n To enlist the cooperation of patriotic, civic 
and fraternal organisations and to inspire collective and 
individual action for the following ends: 


,r l. To keep America American, 

2 • To promote undefeated allegiance to the 
United States, 

3, To defend the nation against all enemies, 
foreign and domestic, and advocate the 
maintenance of an adequate Army and Navy,

4, To expose and combat the political and 
economic fallacies of Socialism and 
Commun ism. 

5, To resist efforts of assimilated or- 
hyphenated groups to use the Government 
of the United States for the furtherance 
of the policies of foreign governments, 
states, peoples or organisations .

He was a Captain in 
Military Intelligence during World War L <*nd in 1941 was a 
prominent lawyer in New York City. 

' In April, 1933, the American Coalition secured 
4,000 3 ignatures of leaders of organisations affiliated with 
the American- Coalition on a petition opposing recognition of 
Soviet Russia. This petition was delivered to the White House. 

,James True, notorious for his anti-Semitic activities, 
was al legedly closely allied with Mrs. William Sherman Walker, 
Secretary of the American Coalition, and New Mas3e3 magasine 
for August 18, 1936, was very critical of True and the American 
Coalition. 

Information was received on November 8, 1936, that 
the American Coalition was engaged in distributing Colonel 
Hadley's anti-Semitic work entitled "T N T."

The American Coaliti on, when in annual session 
on November 20, 1936, passed a resolution that public and 
parochial schools and school booker used in the United 
States should be freed of all foreign propaganda and that 
neither should be used in the dissemination of such propaganda. 

The Bureau received information on two different 
occasions in 1937 that Trevor had engaged various individuals 
to investigate subversive activities in the New fork City 
area. 

v Walter S. Steele, representing the American Coalition 
appeared before the Dies Committee on August 16 and 17, 1936, 
at which time he stated that the American Coalition represented 
114 patriotic organizations. In dis cussing the testimony he 
would give, Steele advised that he would demonstrate the 
existence of six major un-American menaces in the United State 
which he claimed to be Communism, Socialism, Nazism, Anarchism, 
ultra-Pacifism and Atheism. Steele's testimony actually 
consisted of a discourse on the Communist Party in the United 
States. * 

Louis Adamic, in his book entitled "My America" 
published in 1938, discusses the American Coalition and John 
Trevor. He is critical of both. 

The January 25, 1939, issue of the Washington News 
carried an article informing that the ninth annual convention 
of the American Coalition was held at the Carlton Hotel, 
Washington, D» C * The speakers were Senator Robert Reynolds, 
Congressman D,ies and a Mr. Crandall, a Washington lawyer who 
declared, "No man has ever given more impetus to Communism 
that Franklin D. Roosevelt and his humbug administration." 
Reynolds' speech consisted of an argument for isolation, and 
Dies' speech criticized ft’ an alleged employment of Communists 
by the Federal Government. 

In November, 1939, a source of information described 
the American Coalition as anti-alien, anti-New Deal and anti¬ 
communist. 

A confidential source disclosed that Gerald L. K. 
Smith of the Committee of One Million, when writing to the 
New York Economic Council in New.York in 1939, stated that the 
American Coalition was prepared to answer questions concerning 
his work.

Benjamin C. Sigal, speaking for A.D.A. made a vigor¬ 
ous protest against the then pending Mundt-Ferguson bill (Daily 
Worker 3/29/50). This was a Aiill to control subversives and was 
later passed as the MeCarran or Subversive Control Act of 1050 
and is the law now being used by the Government to deal with 
Communist-front organizations. But A.D.A. tried to keep the bill 
from passing — and at a New York (Sept. 1960) meeting 
praised Sen. Lehman for his "magnificent fight" against the 
MeCarran (anti-Communist) bill. The meeting also urged the 
USA to face "realities” in China which, of course, meant to for¬ 
get Chiang and work with the Reds — and they also called for 
the election to Congress of 40 or 50 "liberals" to fight "reliction." 

• * * Senator Cnpehart read into the Senate Record (Feb. 

1950) the "History of PCA, ADA and Henry Wallace.” He ham¬ 
mered hard at ADA and said — "We are getting Socialism in 
America through the back door." » • » Another tie-up with 

socialism was demonstrated when in April, 1950, the New Leader 
(S.D.F. socialist organ) put out a 4-page supplement giving 
A.D.A.’s history of achievement to date with a special message 
to A.D.A. members which included a subscription coupon which 
Baid — "as an ADA Member, I think it is my duty to help 
make the New Leader the voice of American liberalism." 

_ 1951. SAL HOFFMAN of the AFL Upholsterers union with- 
drew'from'ATDrArwhen-its leadcrs came-out-favoring Red China, 
and abandoning our alley — Nationalist China. He put it up 
to A.D.A. like this — "Opposition to Communism with excep¬ 
tions is no opposition at all today. In my 30 years of fighting 
Communism,” he continued, "1 have found there is only one 
way to fight and that is — fight Communism 21 hours a day, 
every day, everywhere.” * * * In February (1961) at its 

4th annual convention in Cleveland, A.D.A. passed a resolution 
condemning all who “capitulate to the nefarious tactics of the 
Taft-Hartley axis." Apparently A.D.A. wants to go back to the 
reign Of terror under the Wagner law. * * * In July, 1961, 

a Congressional Committee on "lobbying” was urged to investi¬ 
gate A.D.A.'s acceptance of $139,000 from certain labor unions 
who arc forbidden by the Taft-Hartley-lnw from making political 
contributions.’ A.D.A. spokesman Francis Biddle (F.D.R.’a at¬ 
torney general) opposed this investigation claiming A.D.A. was 
not lobbying. He admitted it was a political organization — 

' which' would clearly put contributing unions in violation of the 
laW. Biddle claimed the union money was put in a special fund 
and "used for other purposes” — but those purposes were not 
explained. 


THAT A.D.A. is one of the Communists’ best little helpers 
was further highlighted when the Daily Worker (12/14/61) 
headlined a story — "ADA Launches Drive to Repeal Smith 
Act.” The Smith Act iB the Government's best law u> convict CP 
leaders and liquidate the Party. But A.D.A. wants it repealed. 
* * * During 1951 California's A.D.A. sponsored trlpB for its 
student division (Students for Democratic Action) into the 
Northwest to inspect the Columbia Valley dam projects and he 
indoctrinated with "TVA" philosophy. • • » A.D.A; has 

been building these student groups on many campuses. The 
New Republic (7/9/51) reported that an A.D.A. student group 
met at Berea College and petitioned the Supreme Court to re¬ 
view its decision upholding the Smith Act —•_ took a stand 
against loyalty oaths; called for a Federal Scholarship Fund” 
and advocated an aggressive racial-equality policy.

1952. President Truman addressed an A.D.A. meeting in 
May (1952) indicating how well It had him and his party under 
control. On July 19th the Chicago Daily News reported a 
strategy, meeting of A.D.A.'s national board on two points of 
action — (1) to put a strong ciVil rights plank in the Demo¬ 
cratic convention platform, and (2) to agree on candidates 
A.D.A. wanted nominated. Within a few weeks Adlai Stevenson 
was the- Democratic candidate with A.D.A. advisors and speech 
writers all around him. Leo Lerner (A.D.A.'s Illinois man) di¬ 
rected a "Stevenson for President" office in the Conrad Hilton 
hotel prior to the nomination. Stevenson’s personal campaign 
manager (Wilson Wyatt) was A.D.A.'s first President. Walter 
Reuther and Joseph Rauh, Jr., (two A.D.A. big-wigs) had called 
on Stevenson before the nomination — and .A.D.A. Arthur 
SchlCsinger (Harvard professor) was made Stevenson's research 

_dherlnr. * * * In Amruat ’52 New Dealer Robert It. Nathan 

succeeded Stanley Gerwitz as chairman, executive committee, 
A.D.A. — and in September Nathan's firm was given a $125,000 
contract 'for drafting plans to rebuild Korea. Former national 
commander of the American Legion, Edward A. Hayes, speaking 
at Springfield, Illinois (10/29/52) charged that Stevenson’s alli¬ 
ance with A.D.A. was an “insult to cverjr American boy who 
sleeps eternally under a white cross anywhere, and particularly 
in Korea.” * * * On January 25, 19952, A.D.A. sponsored 

a $60 per plate dinner (The National Roosevelt Day Dinner) at 
the Waldorf Astoria with Senator Herbert Lehman and Walter 
Reuther as speakers and hundreds of "liberals" attending. The 
Saturday Evening Post in an editorial (9/20/52) described 
A.D.A. as "Americans for Demagogic Action.” 'George Sokolsky 
(10/21/52) referred to "the socialistic ADA executive commit¬ 
tee" — and Fulton Lewis (10/16/52) reported "The left-wing 
Americans for Democratic Action is trying to elect a Democratic 
congressman from the 22nd district in California." 

1953. A.D.A. joined the "Communist sparked" crusade 

against McCarthy — printing and distributing (for a price) the 
Benton charges that McCarthy had used campaign money for 
his own purposes, at the same time A.D.A. was deftly sidestep¬ 
ping its own misudventure in accepting money from labor 
unions. A.D.A. made a great issue of this McCarthy mntter 
but was silent as a tomb concerning the Harry Dexter White and 
similar New Deal scandals. * * * A.D.A. at its fith annual 

convention in Washington attacked President Eisenhower (whom 
In 1 94B it had sought as a candidate) for "lack of leadership" 
and admonisliedTiim to gel ria~of -,r McCartHyisiri7" '7Thia - wor<l, 
incidentally, was coined and first used by the Communists — 
Daily Worker 4/5/60). As A.D.A.’s 6th convention ended, the 
Daily Worker (6/26/53) headlined a front page story — "Ameri¬ 
cans for Democratic Action: Cal! for Big Four Parley, Fight 
Back on McCarthyism." This was strictly Communist "party 
line" at the time and adds to the proof that A.D.A.’s "non-. 
Communist" pose seems phony. There is a lot of difference 
between posing as "non-Communist” and being “anti-Commun- 
ist."

A WEEK LATER (5/31/63) the Daily Worker featured 
-another approving story headed — “ADA Begins to Face UP to 
Real Problems." The article began — "McCarthyism — the over¬ 
whelming world-wide desire for peace and the new threat to all 
economic and social gains of the last 20 years shaped the de¬ 
liberations of the sixty annual convention of the Americans 
for Democratic Action (ADA), held here last week. Many ADA 
leuders continued to play the ‘anti-Communist’ song but mostly 
in muted tones, and it was rarely beard at all when rank and file 
convention delegates took the floor.” This is more proof that 




the Communists consider.A.D.A.era natural bed-fellows. In the 
summers of 1958 Pulton Lewis publicized a plan by A.D.A.'s 
-Students for Democratic Action to get their members to go to 
• Washington to take summer Government jobs (at taxpayers 
expense) and while there to attend three lecture sessions a week

Republicans 
could-get a lesson by noting that when Cooper tried for re- 
election in 1954 the "liberal” votes he had been flirting with'went

distinguished commentator. George Sokolaky (9/28/63) com¬

campaign he called it — "The menace of the hidden hand — and 
the question Is: Who controls the hidden hand?"

He ridi¬ 
culed the effort, to clean loyalty risks out of Ft. Monmouth. He 
hit at "book burners” — and "congressional inquisitors" — and 
at those who support the Bricker amendment. But never a word 

— againnt~-the--Cornmuniats.— *- *:_*—Thc-Loar Angeles-Times_ 

(2/9/64) in an editorial commented that A.D.A. disliked "open 
investigation of suspected Communists, and they dislike private 
investigations of suspecled Communists. Can it be they really 
dislike investigation of Communists?" 

AT A MEETING of A.D.A.'b “Independent Voters of Illinois 
(IVI) addressed by Adlai Stqvenson and Senator Paul Douglas 
(2/10/54) the Chicago News reported that "attacks on the 
Bricker amendment and Senator McCarthy drew the greatest 


applause." The Communist Daily Worker covered this meeting 
and liked it — giving it much space, headlined — "IVI Unfolds 
1964 Campaign, Directs Fire at McCarthyism.” 

THE DAILY WORKER (3/29/64) headlined a story — 
"ADA blasts Stalling on Probe into McCarthy’s Battle with the 
Army." Such help from ADA pleaaed the Communists greatly, 
• * * Then again on April 18, '64 the Communist Sunday 

Worker ran a big story headed — "ADA Would Whittle Joe 

_ Down _ to Size."_Communiats dote on having othera do their 

work for them. 

CONGRESSMAN KIT CLARDY of Michigan delivered on 
the floor of the House (6/2/64) the most devastating examina¬ 
tion of A.D.A. ever made in which he called it "Today’s Trojan 
Horse.” (A copy of this can be obtained from the Government 
Printing Office, Washington, D.C.) He began by saying — 
“America is being destroyed from within." He quoted J. Edgar 
Hoover bb saying — "The pseudo-liberal can be more destructive 
-than the known Communist .because of the esteem which his 
cloak of respectability invites.” He further quoted Mr. Hoover 
— "It is an established fact that whenever one has dared to 
expose the Communist threat he has invited upon himself the 
adroit and skilled talents of experts of character assassination.” 
"This,” said Mr. Clardy, “has been A.D.A.'s specialty — they 
have continually vilified everyone who dares expose the aims and 
plans and methods of the Communists.” A- few months later 
when Mr. Clardy came up for reelection — he went down to de¬ 
feat under one of the greatest gang-ups of "liberal” and Left- 
wing forces ever directed against any candidate. 

The A.D.A. WORLD (Dec. 1954) sparkled with A.D.A. Joy 
over the outcome of the 1954 elections — and reported big plans 
for future conquests. It showed a picture of A.D.A. students 
presenting to Senator Duff a petition of hundreds of names se¬ 
cured by them asking for a McCarthy censure. A full column 
was devoted to events and activities of A.D.A. student chapters. 
The editor of the "ADA WORLD” (David C. Williams) white in 
- Britain in I960' (as an ADA representative) wrote a pamphlet 
titled "The Intelligent SocialiBt's Guide to America” which was 
published by Aneurin Bevan's socialist "London Tribune."

Is the A.D.A. a Trojan Horse? 


We hear more every day about the A.D.A., the abbreviation for an organization known as 
Americans for Democratic Action. It was organized the first week of January, 19^7 by well 
known New Dealers — and its clear purpose is to promote the Welfare-state philosophy of 
the New-Fair Deal — and enforce it politically. Eleanor Roosevelt's name leads all the 
rest on the A.D.A. letterhead which originally was known as J'Union for Democratic Action." 

This U.D.A. was militantly active in backing the New Deal in the 19U2 and the "fourth 
term" 19U* elections. Its President was Frank Kingdon , a British born Left-activist with 
many listings by the House Committee on Un-American Activities. Another high official of 
U.D.A. was Dr. Reinhold Niebuhr , a professor at Union Theological Seminary, brilliant as a 
machine-gunning vocalist and a veteran "liberal" with the Left-fronts. Ihe Research Direc¬ 
tor for UoD.A. was an Antioch College professor, Lewis Corey (recently deceased), who under 
the name of Louis G. Fraina was an active functionary in organizing the Communist Party in 
America in 1919* 

Others associated with the U.D.A. that became the nucleus of A.D.A. were Jack Altman , 
- Dr. ...William.Bo.hn_ jfed_ito r of th e Social Democr atic Fed e ratio n's "New Lead er"), Freda 
Kirchway (editor of the Left-wing weekly "The Nation"), N. M. Minkoff , Michael Straight^ 
(editor of the liberal-Left weekly "The New Republic"), Wm. Evjue (editor of the Left-of- 
center Madison, Wise, daily "Capital Times"), Melvin "Douglas" (actor with many House 
Committee citations), E. Heimann , Sidney Hollander , Stanley Isaacs , A. Philip Randolph , 

Sol Levitas , Mark Starr and others with New Deal-Left identification. 

The Chicago Branch of U.D.A. had as executive director a young "liberal", Frank 
McCulloch , of aggressive socialis'h-front activity (Debs Labor School, Workers Alliance, 
etc.), arrested (193?) leading "unemployed" march - now chief assistant to Illinois Senator 
Paul Douglas (once active in campaigns for Socialist Norman Thomas). McCulloch's name ap¬ 
peared on first A.D.A. letterheads. 

Others active in this U.D.A. branch were Prof. George Axtelle (listed in Louis Budenz' 
Communist "Mid-west Daily Record" (1/20/U0) as bail fund chairman for "International Labor 
Defense", called by former Attorney General Biddle the "legal defense arm of the Communist 
Party." Axtelle was then with Dean Ernest Melby at Northwestern U. - now with him at 
N.Y.U. Others in this branch of U.D.A. that became A.D.A. were Jerome Kerwin (U. of 
Chicago), Adam Kulikowski , Samuel Laderman , Mrs. Albert Lepawski, Samuel Lewin , Leo Lemer 
(who later became head of A.D.A.'s Illinois branch) - and many others. 

The significance of all this has to be explained by background documentation. To 
start with there was a merger of two Communist-dominated groups (Dec. 29-30, 19U6) where 
-the—liCitizens^Committfig—_of .Arts, Science s and P rofess ions " (made up of intellectuals) and 
Sidney Hillman's "National Citizens Political Actioh“CoTmiittee"^(lIsted~by~the‘HdUSBT'om- 
mittee on Un-American Activities as a "major Communist front organization" - which taken as 
a whole, includes a formidable list of confirmed fellow travelers of and fronters for Com¬ 
munist organizations) were merged into a dazzling new Trojan Horse called "Progressive 
Citizens of America." 

To follow this organized action just a step further, the real reason for this merger 
was the terrific beating taken by the New Deal-liberals in the 19h6 election. In that cam¬ 
paign "Communism" was the issue used by the patriots to mow the "liberals" down. The 
U.D.A. crowd realized that, with FDR's spell-binding leadership gone, the extreme Left¬ 
wingers organizing the new Progressive Citizens of America "front" to grab control of the 
whole "progressive movement" - the non-Communist-liberals would lose all the ground gained 
since 1933 unless they could quickly extricate themselves from the Red network with which 
the voters were associating them. 

Consequently the spreading investigations caused a new effort to get rid of the Com¬ 
munist taint and the meeting announced that the new organization would be known as the 
Americans for Democratic Action, thus bringing the vast herd of "liberals" who had been 
feeding in the New Deal pastures under one roof. 
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President Eisenhower seems to have a 
talent for getting into hot water. It's 
largely, of course, because he is a 
newcomer to American politics. His 
experience has been in the military, 
and because of his lack of knowledge of 
politics he is being constantly pushed 
into difficult situations by the men 
who surround him. His latest clash 
rises out of an appointment to the 
Supreme Court of the United States to 
fill the vacancy left br'the death of 
the late Justice Jacksori. The President 
has named Judge John Marshall Harlan, 
of New York, to the Supreme Court, and 
this has started a red-hot row behind 
the scenes on both the Democratic and 
Republican sides. 

You cannot appreciate the seriousness 
of this row without setting the scenery. 
President Truman got into a similar row 
on this same issue. Jit has to do with 
the United Nations. A Ihe United Nations 
adopted a collection of regulations 
covering the rights of citizens inside 
the United States. Of course, no one 
has a right to make laws governing the 
internal affairs of the United States 
except the Congress and President,jand 
even their powers are very severely 
restricted. However, our global poli¬ 
ticians insist that the United Nations 
has this power. The United States Joined 
the United Nations by making a/treaty 
with all the other member nations to 
form this thing called the/United 
Nations, Of course the Senate and the " 
President have a right to make 'treaties, 
but these treaties are made not to 

\ 

s 
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cover the internal affairs of our 
states, but to regulate our relations 
with other countries. But this new 
crowd have suddenly discovered that our 
President and Senate, by a treaty, can 
actually make rules In violation of the 
Constitution of the United States — can 
actually change the Constitution. The 
Constitution says it can be altered 
only by a vote of three-fourths of the 
states. So yoo see what, a broad usurpa¬ 
tion of power this is. 

Now what has this got to do with 
President Eisenhower's appointment of 
Judge John Marshall Harlan to the 
Supreme Court? Well, powerful members 
of the United States Senate -- both 
Democrats and Republicans, believe Judge 
Harlan, if he is put on the bench will 
side with those justices who are in 
favor of legalizing this outrageous 
claim of the uni ted Nations to make laws 
governing the American people. Let me 
give you a case which will make this 
clearer. 

This brings us to a grim subject — 
namely cemeteries and burial grounds. 
The ritual of burial Is very deeply 
mixed up with the religious beliefs and 
social traditions of our people of 
various groups. For instance, in many 
cities various fraternal orders have 
chartered cemeteries for their own 
members. There are cemeteries Set apart 
by religious groups for their members. 
In the case of Catholics, for example, 
it is a deeply rooted belief that tbeir 
dead should be burled in consecrated 
ground. There are soldiers’ cemeteries 
limited to those who have fought in our 
wars. Any group has a right for 
religious or sentimental reasons to 
provide a burial ground where their 
comrades or loved ones may rest. No one 
has ever challenged this in the United 
States. 

Now. out in Sioux City, Iowa, there's 
a cemetery owned by a private organiza¬ 
tion. One of the rules is that only 
members of the Caucasian race can be 
buried in this graveyard.

to the Supreme Court of the United 
States in a law suit. No claim was made 
that it was unconstitutional or in 
violation of the law of any city or 
state. The claim was made that this 
action was prohibited by the United 
I Nations Charter, in which we are mixed 
up only by a treaty. Most Americans, 
I'm sure, felt the United Nations was 
' designed to preserve the peace of the 
world and regulate international rela¬ 
tions -- not to make rules on where and 
how we bury our dead. 

Now in the Supreme Court, this case 
was argued. But oneof theS justices had 
died, leaving only S and they divided 
4 to 4 on this case. That is, one-half 
, of these strange 'j udges decided that 
the United Nations had a right to make 
laws governing so personal and intimnte 
I a subject as the manner and place of 
burying our dead. The other 4 judges 
disagreed, and so no decision was 
i reached. The President has now appointed 
a new justice to fill the place of the 

I I who died. He has named Judge John 
I Marshall Harlan and this proposed 
appointment has raised a storm in the 
United States Senate. 

,i Now hack to this Supreme Court row. 

The appointment of Judge Harlan has 


raised quite a row because of Judge 
Harlan's strange views on globalism, 
world government and the United Nations. 
And so the appointment is being opposed 
vigorously by some leaders on both Demo¬ 
cratic and Republican sides of the 
Senate. Here are their reasons. First. 
Judge Harlan is a Rhodes Scholar. That 
is, he was educated at Oxford, England 
with funds provided by the. will of the 
late Cecil Rhodes. Rhodes provided a 
huge foundation to educate young Ameri¬ 
cans in England in order to indoctrinate 
them with his great dream of bringing 
the United States hack into the British 
Empire. These Rhodes scholars, as they 
are known, have organized several 
leagues to carry' out the dream of Cecil 
Rhodes. Second, Judge harlan is a 
member of the Atlantic Union Committee, 
also dedicated to the union of Britain 
and the United States. There are several 
other groups, usually known as One- 
Worlders. who wish to sink the sover¬ 
eignty and independence of the United 
States in some kind of world organiza¬ 
tion. 

Now, of course there is no way in 
which the independence of the United 
States can be irittered away in such a 
world organization except by a change 
in the Constitution. These strange 
Americans know this, so they invent a 
new scheme; namely they claim it can be 
done by a mere treaty with other coun¬ 
tries. And indeed they have gone very 
far with this in the United Nations, 
which, they insist has acquired by 
treaty the right to make laws governing 
our own local and domestic affairs, even 
a subject so far removed from inter¬ 
national matters as the regulation of 
our cemeteries. If they can do that, 
they can regulate anything. We have 
already 4 judges on the Court in favor 
of this. If this crowd gets 1 more vote 
they can destroy our independence. It 
is of the utmost importance, therefore, 
'I that Judge Harlan's opinions on this 

I subject be severely scrutinized before 
the Senate approves his appointment.

STATEMENT BEFORE THE SENATE FOREIGN RELATIONS COMMITTEE 
July 26, 1955 Hearing on Atlantic Union Resolution Senate 
Concurrent Resolution 12, by Gardner Osborn, Past Presi¬ 
dent of the American Coalition and Past Vice President 
\ General of the National Society, Sons of the American 
Revolution. 


Mr. Chairman, I am here today representing The American Coalition of Patriotic 
Societies of which I was President in 1952. The Coalition was incorporated in 1928 
to help perpetuate the basic traditions of this Republic, to advance its general 
welfare and to help guard the security of our great nation. The Coalition is non¬ 
partisan, including, as it does, 100 constituent organizations with a combined 
membership of over two million dedicated Americans. 

The Coalition has never sought tax-exemption as its policy has been to testify at 
Congressional Hearings and to be free to present the views of its membership upon 
.any and all occasions without conflict with the government restraints correctly im- 
^posed-upon-tax-exCmptMorgan izationsr* ; i : »’In , «1950j - ‘’the'-’Ajrie'ri'can"Coalition-*in' Convention' ■ 
assembled adopted a Resolution expressing its opposition to The Atlantic Union Re¬ 
solution introduced July 26th, 19h9, identified as Senate Concurrent Resolution 
No. 57. Similar action was tidcen in respect to Senate Concurrent Resolution No. U 
introduced January l5th, 1951. 

The Coalition has, over the years, endeavored to document the reasoning underlying 
each and every Resolution. This is possible because of the distinguished personnel 
of our Board of Governors and our Resolutions Committee which include former 
Generals, Admirals, intelligence officers, and members of the United States Congress. 
One of the Coalition constituent organizations is a Research Corporation specializ¬ 
ing in security problems of the country. Thus, a wealth of documentary records, as 
well as high level policy advice, was available to the Coalition in considering the 
Atlantic Union Senate Concurrent Resolution 12 introduced February 9th, 1955. 

It is our considered judgment that the proposed "exploratory convention" would re¬ 
sult in a "report" for World Government that would greatly embarrass Congress, as 
the President is requested to issue the invitation. I have here copies of many 
excerpts from an address entitled, "The Goal is Government of All the World" de¬ 
livered by Elmo Roper, Treasurer of the Atlantic Union Committee. Following is one 
typical statement; "And in not too many years from now, I hope that we will attain 
One World in reality." From page U of my photostatic copy of this address, dis- 
tributed. b >"_ .The- Atlantic U nionjCjommiJbt.ee, ir I_ jqupte th e fol lowing: "These^Governments 
would merge into iPslngle Atlantic Federal Union. Such a nation would have the right 
to conduct foreign relations, maintain armed forces, issue currency, regulate com¬ 
merce and communications between states in the Union, and grant Union citizenship. 

The Union must have the power to tax and to uphold its own Bill of Rights." I urge 
your Committee to study the implications of this amazing address. 

The Atlantic Union Committee published another document I have here entitled, "20 
Questions on Atlantic Union" which deserves careful analysis by those concerned with 
the preservation of our Constitutional Government. The following excerpts are from 
page 3; "We would transfer to the Union Government certain definitely limited por¬ 
tions of powers presently delegated to our National Government." Proponents of 
Atlantic Union have, however, pointed out that in existing federal unions, like the 
United States, the people have delegated to the Union government powers to establish 
a common foreign policy, a common defense, a common free market, a common currency, 
a common postal system, a common citizenship, and also a sufficient power of taxation 
to implement these other powers." Lastly, I quote from page 16; "By the process of 
voluntary growth, the union could at some time in the indefinite future develop into 
a free world government." Gentlemen, I have restrained nyself in quoting briefly 
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from this illuminating pamphlet. 

I would like at this time to submit two pages, single spaced, quoting twenty-three 
excerpts from the 1939 edition of "UNION NOW" written by Clarence Streit, a member 
of the Board of Governors of the Atlantic Union Committee. On page 175, Mr. Streit 
makes the following statements "This book is concerned above all with showing why 
we democrats of the world must organize our inter-state government with ourselves 
instead of our states as the equal units." On page 203 appears the following re- 
vealing proposal; "On the balance, I am inclined to favor Unionists organizing 
themselves into a World Unionist Party, or at least forming some common organiza¬ 
tion to coordinate their campaign in the various democracies. The first ste p in 
this direction could be the convoking of a congress of Unionists from the fifteen 
democracies to form a common center and formulate a concrete program." Gentlemen, 
this has - 'a familiar ring.

I wish_to read a few excerpts appearing on pages 2h5 and 21*6: "(1) The Union (At¬ 
lantic Union) shall have the right to make and execute all laws necessary and proper 
for the securing of the rights of man and of the Union and of the States as set 
forth in this Constitution, and to lay and collect income taxes, and duties, im¬ 
posts and excises , provided these be uniform throughout the Union, and incur and 

pay debt. "(2) The Union shall have the sole right to grant citizenship in the 

Union and regulate immigration from outside states and from non-self-goveming 
territory of the Union." 

"...(b) Treat with foreign governments , provide for the Union's defense, 
raise, maintain and control standing land, sea, and air forces, make war and 
peace... punish treason ." 

"(d) Coin and issue money ." 

The late Justice Owen J. Roberts, President for many years of the Atlantic Union Com¬ 
mittee, addressed the 37th Annual Meeting of the American Society of International 
Law on May 1st, 19U3, and was quoted in great detail by the Philadelphia Inquirer 
(May 2nd issue), photostatic copy of this story being available for your records. 

The caption reads; "World State is Urged by Roberts as Means of Maintaining Peace." 
While all the direct quotations should be studied with the utmost thoroughness, the

of their nation's sovereign perogative as is essential to a world order." The news 
stoiy, written by Alexander Kendrick of the Inquirer Washington Bureau, began with • 
the following paragraph; "An international government, with police power over every 
individual citizen in the nations belonging to it - instead of merely the national 
governments as such - is the only way to keep peace after this war, Supreme Court 
Justice Owen J. Roberts, of Philadelphia, declared tonight." I regret the necessity 
of introducing this document subsequent to the death of Justice Roberts but feel it 
is an integral part of our record of the organized promotion for World Government 
that is one of our principal concerns regarding the Resolution under consideration. 

On Page 171 of the printed report of the Hearing regarding the Nomination of John 
Marshall Harlan appears the following statement by Senator William Jenner; ’"Well, 
let me give you, as I understand it, some of the objectives sustained by Justice 
Roberts of the Atlantic Union; (Such a union must be built on, first, a common 
citizenship; second, a common economic and military policy; third, a common currency; 
fourth, a free exchange of goods and services among federation members.) Now, that 
is Justice Roberts' statements on what are the proposals of the Atlantic Union." 
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A variation of this World Government movement was reported by The Kansas City Star, 
December 13, 195k, in an Ottawa, Canada, story the headline of which read "URGE 
SUPER NATO 'Atlantic Community' Would Merge Economic and Foreign Policies of the 
West." This news dispatch contained the following four key paragraphs. (1) "Crea¬ 
tion of a super 'Atlantic Community' agency to merge the economic, defense, and 
foreign policies of the United States with other countries will be recommended to 
members of the North Atlantic Treaty Council in Paris this week." (2) "'This is no 
time for half-hearted measures' the statement declares. 'While welcoming the pro¬ 
gress made toward European union, we believe that nothing less than an effectively 
integrated Atlantic Community, which would include German defense forces, will in 
the end adequately meet the challenge of the times. Defense in today's terms extends 
beyond military requirements and into the political, economic and cultural aspects 
of our lives'." (3) "It calls for 'the development of NATO as a central agency to 
co-ordinate the political, trade and defense policies of the member nations' and the 
establishment of an advisory 'Atlantic Assembly'." (U) "NATO already has authority

member countries." In concluding my reference to this news dispatch, I might add 
that the Atlantic Union Committee devoted two full pages to this proposal in its 
Atlantic Union News. 


An extreme illustration of the extent to which the World Government Movement will go 
is available in the Chart issued in London in 1952 by The World Association of Parli¬ 
amentarians for World Government. This Chart divides the world into 5l regions and 
assigns to each a Director and Troops with the stipulation that each region is thus 
controlled by a foreign power. . The United States is divided into four sections to 
be administered by France, Sweden, Spain and the USSR. I place in your hands the 
complete exhibit in question. There are many such well organized organizations in 
various parts of the world dedicated to exploiting just such an "exploratory con¬ 
vention" as proposed by the Resolution under consideration. 


Mr. Chairman, the above constitutes but a limited review of our documentation point¬ 
ing to the underlying forces for complete World Government that would move in force 
to infiltrate an "exploratory convention". Much of this movement is out in the open 
where he who wishes to read may gain a clear picture. Just imagine what secret and 
subversive influences would become engaged to destroy the guarantees we have inherited 
from our forebears in the Constitution of the United States, and particularly in its 
first ten amendments known as the Bill of Right s. ^_ ___ ^ 

It would be presumptions of me to remind any Senator that he has taken a solemn oath 
to.support the Constitution of the United States. But I think it is important to re¬ 
call that this Constitution guarantees to each of the States a republican form of 
government...and further guarantees the sovereignty of each of these States. The 
American Coalition urges each member of this distinguished Committee to make a per¬ 
sonal study of the documents referred to in this statement and an objective considera¬ 
tion of the implied threats to the Constitution of the United States completed 168 
years ago on September 17th, 1789. 


In concluding, I submit copies of the Resolution unanimously adopted by one of the 
constituent member organizations of the American Coalition! namely, the National 
Society, Sons of the American Revolution, meeting in Convention in Chicago, Illinois, 
May 2kth, 1955. The concluding paragraph reads as follows; "BE IT RESOLVED that the 
members of the National Society of the Sons of the American Revolution in Congress 
assembled call upon their Senators and Representatives to vote against this Senate 
Concurrent Resolution No. 12 introduced in the Senate which paves the way to the sur¬ 
render of our independence and sovereignty."

(Senate Concurrent Resolution 12, introduced by Sen. Kefauver, Feb. 9, 1955) 

Five paragraphs of preamble, then: 

"RESOLVED by the Senate (the House of Representatives concurring), That the Pres¬ 
ident is requested to invite the other democracies which sponsored the North Atlan¬ 
tic Treaty to name delegates, including members of their principal political 
parties to meet in a convention with similarly appointed delegates from the United 
States and from such other democracies as the convention may invite, to explore 
and to report to what extent their peoples might further unite within the frame¬ 
work of the United Nations, and agree to form, federally or otherwise, a defense, 
economic and political union." 

Increasingly, as the United Nations abdicates and "Turns Its Efforts Over To 
The Diplomats.." (headline Post, D.C. Feb. I5j 1955), those internationalists who 
advocate "strengthening the United Nations" for world government, are turning to 
support of so-called Atlantic Union - a permanent political, economic and military 
alliance of the North Atlantic Treaty signers - as a step toward world government.

In this address, made to the Montclair, (New Jersey) Forum, Mr. Elmo Roper, public 
opinion analyst and Treasurer of the Atlantic Union Committee sayst 

I judge all moves in the international arena on the basis of whether they are lead¬ 
ing toward government of all the world , with peace, and freedom from fear, freedom 
from want, freedom of speech, freedom of religion for all. 

Page 1 ; FEDERAL UNION - THEWAY TO ONE WORLD. Four years ago .the United Nations 
--was=bornt : » r -A'year*agb' ir the*MarBHal'l—Plan~paSsed'-in-C'o'n^reSs Recen tlyfthe'No'rth* 

Atlantic Security Pact was signed in Washington. Next year I hope the first consti¬ 
tutional convention of the Atlantic Union will be going on. And in not too many 
years from now, I hope that we will attain One World in reality . 

Page 2 ; But when we plan for anything, when we map out a goal, we usually shoot for 
more than we can get right away. And, today, if we plan for world peace through a 
world state, we must not give up the idea of a world state simply because some 
nations will not go along with it at the moment . 

At this point, let me confess my own bias so you'll know how much to discount the 
balance of what I have to say. First , I'd like to say that the ultimate goal is not 
a government of a part of the world , however large or powerful or compatible that 
part might be. The goal is a government of all the world . 

Page 3 : We must start building toward One World now , today, positively, with a 
clear head and with a firm faith that if we can lay one stone in the foundation we 
will be able to lay more stones there, and, eventually, build a structure of peace.

Page S ’. But the fact of the matter is that we must start to build some sort of a 

world government now. And the nations which would most likely go along with the

Fage 11 s Such a Union would automatically solve a great many of these disputes, 
since a single parliament would legislate for all of the states involved, and a 
single judicial system would make the single code of law clear and a single execu¬ 
tive branch would carry out the acts of the Union. And a single police force would 
maintain order between states in conflict . 

Page 12 ; It is abundantly clear that the citizens of the United States , not the 
government of the United States , are sovereign , in the last analysis. The citizens 
put governmental authority where they want it . 

By creating .the new union , we , the citizens , would merely transfer to our delegates 
=—= in~the -Union-some- of -the power we~now-delegate—to jour-representatives-in-Washington -. — 

-but the citizens woulC . extend rather than weaken their sovereignty . Each of
